Delaware Indian chief called White 
Eyes gave ihe name to his village, 
which stood, at the very head of the j 
Muskingum river at the junction of j 
ihe \Vajhonding and Tuscaravas riv- 
ers. 
His 
village 
was 
called 


'•Goshocking." 


According to some authorities on 


Indian 
nomenclature 
this 
word 


means "'Habitation of Owls." Heck- 
ewelder says that 
it really means 


" Un:on of Waters. 
Another writ- 


er maintains that it signifies " Three 
Rivers." 


It was at this Indian x-ii-age

Scrtch 01 the Same Spot Where 
Lieutenant 
Selfr-.dge Was 
Killed 


and 
He Received Broken Bones 


Last Fall—Accident Happens Dur- 
ing Second Successful Flight and 
Was Due to Break In Engine. 


Washington. July 3.—After making 


two successful flights the Wright 
aeroplane made a sudden and unex- 
pected landing at the Fort Myer drill 
ground, the accident being due to a 
break of a minor nature in ic*1 motor 
that turns the propellers, it was on 
its ninth round in its second flight 
when 
the motor stopped. GO feet 


above the earth, and exactly in the 
same place where the propeller blade 
broke last September which resulted 
in the fatal accident that terminated 
the trials at that time. In gliding to 
earth the machine struck a tree and 
was swerved cround with suca force 
that the skids were broken and the 
right wing badly ripped. Mr Wright 
was not hurt. " 


Flights Are Successful. 


The two fiignts were the most suc- 


cessful that Orville Wright has made 
at Fort Myer since his return 10 com- 
plete the government trial. 
On the 


first attempt he flew about th-i field 
12 times in 11 minutes and 50 sec- 
onds, and on the second trial he had 
;onc around eight and one-half times 
when the flight was terminated by 
a mishap. Hs had, been in the air a 
little more'than eight?minutes. 
Du£r-s 


ng both flights Mr. Wright went 
higher and faster than in the trials 
of tiie two. previous days. It was es- 
timated- that his speed was'aoout 37 
miles an hour on an average, al- 
hough the machine probably exceed- 
•d 40 miles when, -flying 
with 
the 


ight breeze blowing from the south. 


The glide, which covered a dis- 


anee- of perhaps 300 feet, was beau- 
iful to behold, but there were few in 
he crowd of a thousand or more 
spectators who did not fear for a 
moment that they were about to wit- 
ness a repetition of last year's accl- 


lent. Orville and Wilb"nr inspected 
he machine closely to 'see what 
aused -the motor to stop. They did. 
not announce the result of their in- 


estigation. but said the aeroplane 


would not be ready for air flight be- 
ore Tuesday at the earliest, because 
t would be necessary to send to 
heir Dayton shop for cloth with 
which to repair the damage to the 
Jlane.
